No. 9/1/95-CS-II.—-The Rules for Clerk’s Grade Exa¬ 
mination (for Group D Stall'), 1995 to be held by the 
Staff Selection Commission, Department of Personnel & 
Training in 1995, for the purpose of filling temporary 


vacancies reserved for regularly appointed Group D staff iu 
the Lower Division Grade of the Central Secrctralat Cleri¬ 
cal Service, the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Ser¬ 
vice, Grade VI of the Indian Foreign Scj vice Branch (,B) 
and posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Ministry of 
Parliamentary Affairs, are published for general informa¬ 
tion. 

The candidates who arc admitted to the examination will 
be eligible for vacancies. 

(i) in the Central Secieturial Clerical Service, if they 
are working in the Mirristries/Officcs participating 
in the Central Secretariat Clerical Service; 

lii) in the Armed Forces Headquarters Cleiical Ser¬ 
vice if they are employed in the Armed Forces 
Headquarters and Inter-Services Organisation; 

(.iff) in Grade VI of the IhSIB), if they are employed 
in the Ministry of External Affairs or its Missions 
abroad; and 

(iv) in posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Ministry 
of Parliamentary Affairs if they are employed in 
the Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs.

(viii) misbehaving in any other manner in the examina¬

(ix) Writing irrelevant matter including obscene langu¬ 
age or pornographic matter in the matter in the 
answer book/sheet, or 

(x) taking away Question Paper or Booklet/Answer 
Book or Answer Sheet with him/her from the 
examination hall or passing it on to the unautho¬ 
rised person/persons during the conduct of the 
examination* or 

(xij harassing or doing bodily haim to the Stull 
employed by the Commission for the conduct of 
their examinations, or 

(xfi) violating anv of the instructions issued to

9, After the examination, the Commission will recom¬ 
mend separately to each cadre authority concerned partici¬ 
pating in the examination the names of candidates, who 
have attained the qualifying standard* which will be deter¬ 
mined at the discretion of the Commission. The names of 
the candidates who arc considered by Lhe Staff Selection 
Commission to be suit able for appointment on the results 
of the examination shall be arranged in a single list on 
Ihe basis of their seniority in the parent Group ‘D’ prst. 
I he employees holding posts in higher grade will rank 
senior to these in ihe lower grade. The cadre Authorities 
shall take steps to appoint them against vacancies decided 
to be filled in accordance with the rules/rcgulations framed 
by them in this regard. 

JO. A candidate must be in good menial and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to interfere 
with the elllcient discharge ot his duties as an oilicer of 
the Service. A candidate, who after such medical examina¬ 
tion as may be prescribed by the competent authority, is 
found not to .satisfy these requirements, will not be appoint¬ 
ed, only such candidates as arc likely to be considered for 
appointment will be medically examined. 

NOTE:—In case of the d.subled ex-defcnce Seivice 
Personnel a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobilisa¬ 
tion Medical Board of tho Defence Services will be consi¬ 
dered adequate for the purpose of an appointment.

The VH candidates will be given 20 minutes time to 
type the 300 words in English and 250 words in Hindi. 

If any candidate does not pass the said typewriting test 
within the period of probation, he is liable to be reverted 
to his substantive appointment or temporary post, held by 
him bcfoie his appointment to Lower Division Grade. 

NOTE : A candidate appointed on the results of the 
examination who has already passed the typewriting test 
as prescribed above or who passes it within a period of 
6 months from the date of his appointment will be granted 
the first increment after 6 months instead of one year 
sci vice. This will, however, be absorbed in the subsequent 
regular increment. 

12. A candidate who after applying for admission lo the 
examination or after appearing at it resigns his appoint¬ 
ment as a Group 'D' employee or otherwise quits the 
service or severcs his connection with it or whose sendees 
me terminated by this Department or who is appointed 
to an ex-cadre post or lo another service on transfer and 
docs not have a lien on a Group ‘D’ post will not be eligi¬ 
ble for appointment on the results of this examination. 

This, however, docs not upply to a Group ‘D’ employee 
who has been unpointed on deputation to an cx-cadre post 
with the approval of Ihe competent authority.
